approved 

> Town ready to 
order equipment 
and installation, 
with servicing to 
begin this month

The design has been 
finalized, servicing will 
begin this month, and by 
next summer, kids of all ages 
will be able to cool off in the 
new Virgil splashpad. 

It will be nestled between 
the two soccer fields in the 
Virgil sports park, with a 
path leading directly from 
the parking lot, through a 50 
by 50 foot pavilion with 
accessible washrooms and 
change rooms to the splash¬ 
pad, which will be 100 per 
cent accessible, says parks 
and recreation director 
Clive Buist. 

Although there are 
already washrooms at the 
sports park to accommo¬ 
date soccer and ball players, 
alterations to make them 
accessible would be more 
expensive than building 
new ones, Buist said. 

The pavilion will also 
include a viewing area and 
shade for picnicking, and a 
mechanical and utility area 
to service the splashpad.

After visiting splashpads 
in Niagara Falls, Grimsby 
and St. Catharines and see¬ 
ing that all of those, and 
others in the region, were 
manufactured by Vortex, 
the Town is ready to order 
11 splash pad compo¬ 
nents—ones that are the 
best design and will require 
the least amount of mainte¬ 
nance, while appealing to 
the widest age group—from 
toddlers to teens. 

Monday, council gave its 
approval to ordering the 
equipment and its installa¬ 
tion, at a cost of about 
$192,000. 

In one corner of the 
splashpad are three spray 
cannons, designed to inter¬ 
est older kids, says Buist, 
and while visiting other 
splash pads, he added, it's 
easy to see that kids gravi¬ 
tate to the components that 
have been designed for 
their age group. 

On the opposite side 
from the cannons is a tod¬ 
dler area, with a 'tot twister 
and three water 'jellies' 
designed for younger kids. 
The centre of the pad con¬ 


tains other components for 
those in between and a trio 
of buckets for all ages. 

A bollard activator will 
be installed so that the 
water is only turned on 
when kids are there to 
play. 

During early discussions 
of the splashpad design, 
there were discussions 
about options that would 
treat the water so that it 
could be re-used, or avail¬ 
able for irrigation. 

The final design, says 
Buist, incorporates a 
100,000-litre holding tank 
under the pavilion, which 
will be connected to the 
soccer field irrigation sys¬ 
tem so that the water, which 
is not chemically treated, 
can be used to keep the 
grass green. 

It can also be accessed 
by parks department water 
trucks so staff can use it to 
water hanging baskets and 
flower beds. 

In the next couple of 
weeks the installation of a 
sewer extension, a water 
hydrant, a hydro transform¬ 
er upgrade and conduit for 
surveillance cameras can 
begin without turning the 


soccer fields into a con¬ 
struction zone, says Buist. 

Once soccer is finished 
for the season, the cement 
pad can be poured and the 
components installed. 

All should be complete, 
including the pavilion, 
before the snow flies, with 
an official opening date of 
the May Victoria Day week¬ 
end during the Virgil 
Stampede. 


The Virgil Business 
Association is contributing 
$125,000, raised at the 
annual event, toward the 
construction of the splash¬ 
pad—it was their idea to 
take on a major project in 
town, the largest single 
project for them yet, despite 
having contributed more 
than $1 million to the com¬ 
munity over the last 40 


Another $125,000 will 
come from the Town, and 
$250,000 from the Hummel 
family—Rainer Hummel is 
a member of the VBA and 
has been a supporter of the 
splashpad since it was first 
discussed. 

Buist says it is expected 
that the $500,000 budget 
should cover all the costs of 
the initial stage. 

If upon completion sur¬ 


plus funds are available, 
they would be set aside to 
add playground equipment 
beside the splashpad at a 
later date. 

The Town's annual 
October golf tournament is 
also raising money for the 
splashpad, to pay for extra 
amenities such as picnic 
tables or to be put aside for 
playground equipment, 
said Buist.

Don't rush 
to spending 

I have followed with 
interest two years of posi¬ 
tive reports for our Lord 
Mayor and town adminis¬ 
trator Mike Galloway. 

In his first year report, 

Mr. Eke announced that the 
town was seeing significant 
growth in home building 
and commercial enterpris¬ 
es. Due to this revenue 
growth, taxes were held to a 
minimum of 1.6 per cent. 

All seemed well with town 
finances. 

Then the Lord Mayor 
proudly announced the 
news of a huge develop¬ 
ment in the Niagara on the 
Green area and the yearly 
revenue stream of $1 mil¬ 
lion in new tax dollars and 
one time development fees. 
Everything appears to be 
coming up roses. 

Last week we had the 
“Vision Work Shop" where 
the town's people were 


asked for their opinion on 
how our town should look 
in 20 years. During the 
same week I was reading a 
report from a Niagara Falls, 
NY, an independent news¬ 
paper that struck a chord of 
similarity with our town’s 
situation. It would appear 
that the promise of big tax 
windfalls from the Seneca 
Casino had an effect on the 
cities staff and council. 

They went on a spending 
spree, oblivious to the fact 
that the tax was a promise 
and was never in their cof¬ 
fers and now the city is in 
deep, deep financial trou¬ 
bles. The city of Niagara 
Falls, NY, is owed millions 
and may never see them. 

It has to be pointed out 
that we still owe on the 
arena and fire halls, our 
reserve funds are historical¬ 
ly low, and we have over $3 
million in unpaid taxes, 
uncollected taxes owing for 
over three years. Not to 
mention the costs associat¬ 
ed with our new community 
centre. Add to the above, 
one has to question buying 


a $1.2 million river side 
property which went virtu¬ 
ally unnoticed. Perhaps 
these decisions should 
come up before the “in 
camera sessions) not post 
sessions. People might still 
be in attendance. I did not 
see that item in the "Vision” 
statements. 

In the past edition of the 
Advance, Mr. Eke's lame 
excuse for selling off our 
heritage at the old lawn 
bowling site was to help pay 
for the river side property 
and to keep taxes down. His 
reasoning echoes past 
councils when they put us 
in debt and regularly spent 
and raised taxes. 

Mr. Eke and Mr. 
Galloway, perhaps the town 
should pay off its debts, col¬ 
lect past taxes, replenish 
our reserves and tread care¬ 
fully before spending the 
town’s windfall. Debt free, 
with money in the bank 
would be a novel approach, 
would it not?

Lake is concerned, we know 
for a fact through speaking 
directly with our guests that 
they are spending significant 
amounts of money locally. 
For those guests who are not 
as familiar with the local area, 
we proudly boast about what 
we have to offer as a commu¬ 
nity.

What inves¬ 
tigation has been completed 
into the benefits of vacations 
rentals prior to initiating this 
petition ? If there are con¬ 
cerns by local residents, then 
why not bring them to our 
attention so that positive 
changes can be explored ? 
Given the importance of 
vacation rentals to visitors 
and local businesses, is it not 
better to work together rather 
than taking extreme 
unhealthy measures of abol¬ 
ishing a vital accommodation 
option for vacationers? We 
urge an open door of discus¬ 
sion so that we can address 
concerns in a positive way. 

It is for the above men¬ 
tioned reasons that we’d like 
to formally say we are not in 
favour of die petition against 
vacation rentals.

Town growing impatient at long wait for new sewage treatment plant

Councillor Jim Collard 
s tired of waiting for a 


ment facility to material¬ 
ize. 

It's the number one 
priority in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, and the Region 
has identified it as at the 
top of their list of priori¬ 
ties as well, he said at 
Monday's council meet¬ 
ing. 

Yet a letter received 
from the Region recently 
says "every effort is being 
put forth to ensure that 
the planing of the new

waste water treatment 
plant is complete and 
funding is secured to meet 
the anticipated schedule 
of final commissioning by 
2017." 

That date is a new one 
to the Town—the Region's 
website still says it expects 
to have the facility up and 
running by the second 
quarter of 2016. 

Collard said he fears by 
the sound of the letter 
that it might be 2020 by 
the time the treatment 
plant is finished, and that 
isn't acceptable for NOTL 
residents who are stressed 
by the offensive odours 
coming from the 
Lakeshore Road facility. 

He is also concerned 
that limited capacity may 
soon restrict develop¬ 
ment. He recalls a time in 
NOTL when a building 


permit wouldn't be issued 
for a new house until sew¬ 
age treatment capacity 
became available, and he 
foresees that occurring in 
the future if the new treat¬ 
ment plant doesn't get 
underway soon, he told 
councillors. 

Collard was looking for 
council support for a res¬ 
olution to send to the 
region urging it to com¬ 
plete the new facility 
ahead of the 2017 time¬ 
line, and received it. 

The resolution will also 
go to MPP Kim Craitor 
and to MP Rob Nicholson, 
since it urges the Region 
to request and obtain 
funding for the new facil¬ 
ity from the provincial 
and federal governments 
so that it will be financed 
equally by the three levels 
of government. 


Regional chair Gary 
Burroughs was at council 
to hear the resolution and 
discussion. 

The Region wants this 
done as well, he said, but 
so far has been held up by 
the environmental assess¬ 
ments, necessary from the 
provincial and federal 
governments since the 
preferred location for the 
new facility is on Parks 
Canada property. 

The Region will move 
forward as soon as it has 
permission from upper 
levels of government, 
expected within a month 
or two, he said, and hope¬ 
fully funding as well—it 
has been working with 
both for more than a 
year—but will begin work 
on the $43-million project 
without funding if neces-

He hopes to have some

The young blond girl in a 
pretty pink dress skips across 
the parking lot and hops up 
the steps, smiling and obvi¬ 
ously looking forward to 
what awaits. 

You wouldn't guess from 
her excitement that she is on 
her way to have her teeth 
checked and cleaned, but 
that is precisely the goal of 
the dental hygienist and 
dental assistant who greet 
her and her mother. 

Their job is to offer pre¬ 
ventative dental health and 
screening to kids, for babies 
and young people up to the 
age of 17, at a mobile clinic 
that, when visiting Niagara- 
on-the-Lake, can be found 
in the Community Centre 
parking lot. 

They work for the public 
health department, which 
offers six permanent loca¬ 
tions across the region as 
well as the one mobile den¬ 
tal clinic, ensuring access to 
free preventative services at 
schools, Ontario Early Years 


Centres and in each munici- 

Appointments can be 
made through the region, 
but drop-ins are also seen if 
the schedule accommo¬ 
dates—some days are fully 
booked ahead of time, other 
days, if parents are aware of 
the mobile clinic date in 
their community, they might 
just drop by, says dental 
assistant Erin Wilson. 

When they take their 
mobile unit to local schools, 
their free dental screening 
identifies kids who require 
ongoing care, or who qualify 
for other programs and ser¬ 
vices that can include fill¬ 
ings and extractions, and 
that may be accessed at no 
charge if the family is eligi¬ 
ble. 

The mobile clinic, which 
was paid for by the province 
but is maintained and 
staffed by the region, has 
been on the road since last 
November. 

One of only five in the 
province, it allows Wilson 
and dental hygienist Michael 
Solanki to provide preventa¬ 
tive services: flouride treat¬ 
ments, teeth cleaning and 
dental care education, to 
children 17 and under, free

Dave Hunter, chair of the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake

The line-up of nine Music 
Niagara performances this 
week is not without careful 
planning—it is thoughtful, 
with a rationale behind it, 
says executive director Chris 
Blake. 

"There is a reason for the 
selection of music and musi¬ 
cians, leading our audiences 
to a place they'd like to go. 
Ads (Bankas, artistic direc¬ 
tor) thinks about what he 
wants do and develops a 
program that has meaning 
to it.” 

This year's festival has an 
1812 theme to it, and this 
week, two pieces of music 
commissioned by Music 
Niagara to honour the 1812 
bicentennial will premier 
Thursday at St. Mark's, the 


place where the festival 
began. 

But first, the week starts 
off with a free handbell con¬ 
cert, also at the church. 
Wednesday, Aug. 1, Bells in 
Motion, an 18-ringer hand¬ 
bell choir from the US, will 
perform. 

Then, beginning at 7:30 
p.m. Thursday, the Music of 
1812 will be performed. 
These works, says Blake, are 
scored for a string quartet, 
fife and drum and Aboriginal 

One of the commissioned 
works is 1812 Capriccio by 
the Russian composer 
Mikhail Bronner—Russia 
was involved in the European 
theatre of the war of 1812, 
which was a global war con¬ 
necting North American 
powerpoMcswithEuropean 
politics, including 

Napoleon’s campaigns, says 
Blake. 

The Battle of Queenston

Jackson-Triggs. 

The second piece is the 
Queenston Heights 
Rhapsody by Canadian com¬ 
poser Dmitriy Varelas. 

The commissioning of 
these pieces, which began 
more than a year ago, shows 
how much care is taken in 
programing, and how much 
planning goes into Music 
Niagara, says Blake. 

On Friday at 7:30 p.m. at 
Stonechurch Winery, is The 
Heartbroken, another in the 
series of lighter concerts. 
The first in the series, the B 
Flat Sisters from New 
Brunswick, was sold out. 
This Friday's concert will 
feature the popular indie 
rock band from Toronto, 
nominated for best group at 
the Canadian Country Music 
Awards. 

Stonechurch has a caba¬ 
ret look, the sound is great, 
the wine is good, and the 
music will be relaxing, con¬ 
temporary and fun, Blake 
promises. 

Saturday, Aug. 4 is a busy 
day — enjoy a late-morning 
concert at Stratus Winery 
with the Gould String 


Quartet, with music by 
Haydn and Mozart; at 7:30 
p.m. at St. Mark's, the young, 
quickly-rising Afiara String 
Quartet will perform, and 
Saturday at 9:30 p.m. there 


will be more jazz on the 
Epicurean Bistro Patio with 
the Mike Field Quintet. It's 
under the stars, the acous¬ 
tics are great and there is 
food and drink available.

Obnoxious

If you enjoy a good 
laugh—not just a little 
snicker but one real, out- 
loud from-the-belly laugh 
quickly followed by anoth¬ 
er one-His Girl Friday is 
this season's Shaw Festival 

If you need to feel 
there's a message being 
delivered in order for your 
time at the theatre to be 
well-spent, look and you 
shall find, but this pro¬ 
duction cries out for an 
audience to simply take 
pleasure in being enter- 

This is a play with an 
interesting production 
history, important mostly 


because its history is an 
indication of just how 
highly regarded it has 
been since first presented 
on stage as The Front 
Page, a jaundiced look at 
journalists in 1920s 
Chicago, with an obnox¬ 
ious stereotypical editor, a 
hotshot reporter and a 
cast of sleazy newspaper 

While that might seem 
like an odd basis for a 
comedy, cynicism lends 
itself to black humour, 
and reporters, especially 
this bunch whose beat is 
crime, are not surprisingly 
more than a little cynical. 

Its premiere on 
Broadway in 1928 led to 
258 performances. 

It was adapted as a film 
in 1931, and then again 
1940, when it become His 
Girl Friday, with Cary Grant 
and Rosalind Russell—the 
star reporter now a female, 
allowing for a more com¬ 
pelling dynamic between 
mentor and reporter, who 
is also his ex—and their 
love-hate relationship.

The next step was an 
adaptation of that movie 
to a play, this one written 
by the much-awarded and 
Oscar-nominated John 
Guare, and first per¬ 
formed in 2003. 

The Shaw had featured 
The Front Page in its 1994 
season, but this is His 
Girl Friday's Canadian 
premiere. 

It's a play that allows 
the festival to show off 
the depth of its ensemble, 
with no fewer than 20 
cast members and some 
scenes with most of them 
on stage at the same time, 
throwing out one witty or 
droll line after another in 
quick succession. 

The message, since it's 
promised there is one: it's 
based on a twist that 


wasn't part of the origi¬ 
nal story line. 

This version takes 
place in 1939, before 
Germany invaded 
Western Europe and 
while Hitler's intentions 
were still relatively 
unknown and there was 
still some sympathy for 
him in Chicago. 

It involves the death 
of a German cop, an 
immigrant who shot him, 
and the lead-up to a hang¬ 
ing, with much discussion 
about whether the quick- 
ly-convictedman deserves 
his fate, begging the ques¬ 
tion of whether the story 
can be treated fairly and 
justice served given the 
highly-charged emotions 
of the time.

desperate to find some¬ 
one who is willing to dig

Along comes his ex- 
wife Hildy (Nicole 
Underhay), and they 
match wits, both over the 
story and their relation- 

It quickly becomes 
evident that although she 
says she is done with 
both, he still has a hold 
over her both romanti¬ 
cally and professionally. 

Campbell as the fixat¬ 
ed editor is right on the 
mark, perfectly exagger¬ 


ated, and Underhay is 
flawless in a stand-out 
performance that requires 
her to be tough and 
strong in a man's world, 
without relinquishing her 
feminism. 

The motley crew also 
provides striking perfor¬ 
mances by a long list of 
cast members: Lome 
Kennedy, Guy 

Bannerman, Ric Reid 
and Neil Barclay leap 
out, but even Wendy 
Thatcher, whose appear¬ 
ance is brief but really, 
really, funny, and Kiera 
Sangster in her nameless,

Ian stuck with the les¬ 
sons for about three years, 
producing some creditable 
watercolours under the 
instruction of Zenon 
Billings, who Nancy recalls 
was very considerate and 
patient with Ian as the dis¬ 
ease progressed—Billings 
had had experience with a 
family member who suf¬ 
fered from it as well. 

She has two of Ian's 
paintings on a wall in her 
den—paintings, she said, 
that can be found on many 
walls in NOTL, since 
Billings had all his stu¬ 
dents paint the same sub¬ 


ject. 

The Butlers' strong con¬ 
nection with the 
Pumphouse led Nancy to 
ask for donations to the 
art centre in Ian's name 
when he died, and to estab¬ 
lish a memorial for emerg¬ 
ing art students. 

So it's fitting that a por¬ 
tion of the proceeds from 
the sixth annual Art by the 
Lighthouse show, to be 
held this weekend, will go 
toward the Ian Butler 
Memorial Fund, for an 
annual bursary to a stu¬ 
dent hoping to further 
education in the arts.

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To treat or not to treat - not an easy call to make with prostate cancer 


Patients and 
doctors need 
the Wisdom of 
Solomon to 
decide whether to 
let nature take its 
course 


What should men do if 
the doctor says, “You have 
prostate cancer?" 

This is a difficult ques¬ 
tion to answer because 
doctors cannot agree on 
the right treatment. Now, 
a report in The New 
England Journal of 
Medicine challenges the 
benefits of surgery. Its 
basic message to doctors 
is to follow die first prin¬ 
ciple of medicine, “First, 
do no harm." 

The lifetime risk for 
men of developing pros¬ 
tate cancer is about 16 per 
cent, and the risk of dying 
from it only three per cent. 
This indicates that many

prostate cancers are not 
dangerous and that no 
treatment is the prudent 
option. 

The US study involved 
731 males with localized 
prostate cancer who were 
given the option of either 
surgery or watchful wait¬ 
ing. They were then fol¬ 
lowed an average of 10 

The study concluded 
there was no statistical 
difference in the risk of 
death between these two 
groups. Other studies have 
reached the same conclu¬ 
sion. 

But statistics never tell 


the whole story. Professor 
Fuller Albright, one of 
Harvard’s brilliant 
researchers, once 
remarked to my class, “If 
you have to prove some¬ 
thing by statistics, it’s usu¬ 
ally wrong." 

So in the end, whether 
or not to treat prostate 
cancer is a decision that 
can only be made by the 
patient and his doctor. 

This study confirmed 
what I’ve always believed 
about prostate surgery. 
Patients must be prepared 
to accept the risk of surgi¬ 
cal complications. Over 
the years I've received 
more negative feedback 
from readers about pros¬ 
tate surgery than any other 
procedure. 

Improved surgical tech¬ 
nique has diminished the 
risk of complications of 
prostate operations, but 
this study, lead by a 
Minneapolis researcher, 
shows that 21 per cent of 
patients suffered post-sur¬ 
gical complication during 
the first 30 days. 


The major complica¬ 
tions are impotence and 
urinary incontinence. 
Sometimes impotence can 
be helped by medication, 
but urinary incontinence 
is not so easily managed. 
As more than one patient 
has said to me, “I did not 
expect to live in diapers." 

Others would never 
have agreed to surgery if 
this complication had 
been fully discussed earli- 

I also believe that uri¬ 
nary incontinence is an 
under-reported complica¬ 
tion. The patient who is 
wetting his pants is always 
more aware of the prob¬ 
lem than the doctor who 
did the operation. 

What has caused this 
debate is the increased 
use of the PSA test. In fact, 
Richard Albin, the discov¬ 
erer, wished he had never 
developed it as it’s result¬ 
ed in a public health disas- 

He admits it’s an imper¬ 
fect test resulting in too 
many early malignancies 


being discovered for which 
treatment may not be 
required. Albin has never 
had a PSA test himself, 
and for the record, neither 

The great problem is 
that no one likes to know 
they’re living with malig¬ 
nancy. I repeatedly urged 
a 70-year-old friend and 
patient who had a micro¬ 
scopic area of prostate 
cancer not to have sur¬ 
gery. He had the opera¬ 
tion and died of a compli¬ 
cation. It’s well to remem¬ 
ber that one in three men 
at age 40 shows evidence 
of microscopic prostate 
cancer and 50 per cent at 
age 80. 

So this is a disease 
where it’s often better to 
live with the devil you 
know than the one you 
don't know. Prostate can¬ 
cer, particularly as you 
grow older, is a bit like get¬ 
ting gray hair. Neither 
problem is going to kill 

I’ve always remem¬ 
bered what Dr. Willett 


Whitmore told me many 
years ago during an inter¬ 
view in New York City. 
Whitmore, a world author¬ 
ity on prostate cancer, 
remarked, “Getting older 
is invariably fatal, cancer 
of the prostate only some- 

Whitmore added that 
the survival rate had little 
to do with the treatment. 
Rather, it was related to 
the biological nature of 
the cancer. In effect, was it 
a slow or rapidly growing 
malignancy? Currently it’s 
hard to determine this. 

So patients and doc¬ 
tors continue to need the 
Wisdom of Solomon to 
treat this disease. But this 
and other studies show 
that many men would be 
wise to choose no treat¬ 
ment, the only way to do 
no harm. The fini deci¬ 
sion, however, must rest 
with you and your own
